FROM THE BLACK HILLS. 


Bather Discouraging Beports. 


, The following letter has been handed 
us by Mr. Luke Bonestcel. The writer, 
J. J. Funk, is an old Cahfornian, an ex- 
perienced miner, and is well "known to 
very many of our people. The letter 
will be read with much interest, as all 
who know the writer will place every 
reliance in his statements:

•„ AWell Luke, ye are here, snow-bound. 
I have been up in the snow mountains 
prospecting. We laid out on the bare 
hills with a little snow, two blankets 
under us and two over us, and then 
didn't sleep warm. 
The ice on the 


streams is from five to eight inches 
thick—rather cool for "panning out." 
My hands are as rough as a scurveyid 
Berkshire. We went to Bill Conklin's 
claim, where he said he got $1.50 to the 
pan. We worked there one day and the 
best'we could do was two and a half 
cents to the pan. Andy Williams is on 
Spring Creek, with a company of seven 
men, 
working the noted Allen claim.— 


They have taken out $500 in all. Hay- 
wood, of Warr,ensburg, is in the Mon- 
tana claim, (near the Allen claim) with 
five men, they have taken out $1000. 
These aie the only claims in which gold 
has been found that would pay for work- 
ing

have been working three months. The 
most of the miners dodged the soldiers 
and stayed out here all winter.
